Parent- leacher Association 


In the belief that many tax payers of our town are not aware 
of the stupendous tasks which have been accomplished by that 
splendid body of men and women who make up the Parent- 
Teacher Association, the following report is submitted. 

Since its organization in 1920, success has crowned its efforts 
and no pains have been spared to mark its steady progress. 
Convinced of the need for such a united body, the interested 
parents invited a Durham lady, whose work in the state was 
along that line, to come here to aid in the organization. 

The results we see today and are here chronicled. 

A victrola for the school was the first objective. To meet its 
cost of $125 a gift of $60 was received. From a lawn party 
netting $38, a whist $15, and an oyster supper $26, they paid 
the balance of that $125 and the amount needed for the neces- 
Sary records. 

Janitor service, the use of Smith Hall, the heating, the light- 
ing, the refreshments, and al] the customary demands were met 
by whist parties, sales of cake and candy, and by limiting ex- 
penses to the smallest figures possible. An instance of this was 
when an accordion for $5 supplied all the music for an evening’s 
delightful sociable in 1922 that netted the Association $56 and 
brought to the schools the “Basketball Standards” and to the 
pupils the coveted basketballs. 

It was ever an aim to keep in the treasury at least $100 which 
they acquired by entertainments varying in the amounts netted. 
In 1923 they wired the schools for light and for this paid Mr. 
Carter $83. In 1929 they bought the playground equipment, 
teeter boards, swings, and slides. In 1930 they gave the chil- 
dren parties at Hallowe’en and at Christmas and donated $5 
toward payment of the piano for our Town Hall. In that year 
they sponsored the teaching of music in our schools and paid 
for that $50. In 1931 a food sale netted $17, the whist parties 
small amounts, and a big entertainment by the schools $37. 
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With these funds all expenditures were met, the two parties 
given again to the children, twelve ventilators installed, books 
costing $30 were procured, and the school rooms were screened. 

In 1931-32 a First-Aid Kit was put in, the piano was tuned, 
and $20 a month provided milk for the children through Jan- 
uary, February, March, and April. 

The School Board of 1932 had made an immortal! record for 
itself by voting to defray the expense of digging a well for the 
use of the schools. The P. T. A., through whist parties averag- 
ing $7 and $10, a supper $25, a penny sale $13, dues, and a play 
which netted $60, made proceeds that paid for bringing the 
water from this wel] into the schools. The P. T. A. had the 
piping done, an electric motor put in, a lavatory supplying 
faucets with hot and cold water for the wash bowls, and a 
drinking fountain installed. 

‘‘Large oaks from little acorns grow” and it was now time 
for this organization to become affiliated with the State and 
National Federations. In branching out to these larger unions 
the P. T. A. had the privilege of hearing such speakers as Mrs. 
Elkins of the State Board of Education. For this they paid $5. 
Since that time they have supplied the public library and the 
schools with copies of the Child Welfare Magazine. 

Scales used by the school nurse were supplied, as were shades 
for the schoolroom at a cost of $26. That year, too, they paid 
Babb $22 for ten primary school chairs and for six chairs used 
by the oJder pupils. Spectacles costing $5 relieved one child’s 
sight. Their contribution to the Town Beautiful Campaign 
was ash cans for the rubbish. Pupils were urged to use these 
for their stray papers. 

In 1933-34 receipts from whist parties, a school entertain- 
ment, and a quilt paid balances due on bills for these improve- 
ments. It was voted that year to defray the expenses of dele- 
gates sent to state convention. 

In 1935 they started the dental clinic and paid for this $30. 
That year, too, they paid their share toward the Educational 
Movie Pictures put on in our Town Hall. Milk for underweight 
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children was given as was cod liver oil. In 1936 they con- 
tinued the supply of cod liver oil and held for the first time the 
Well Baby Clinic. They refilled the First Aid Kits and had the 
Dental Clinic. Toa needy family $5 was sent and $1 was paid 
for a child’s vaccination. 

In 1937 they again financed the Dental Clinic for all children 
who were in need of this assistance and gave to underweight 
children the needed cod liver oil. 

Payments were completed in the purchase of the new volley 
balls and at a cost of $22.50 the pupils were supplied with 
rhythm band instruments. 

Refreshments at both Hallowe’en and Christmas parties 
found the P. T. A. treasury the ready means for meeting costs. 

Through all the years flowers were sent to the sick and to the 
shut-ins. Socially they held parties at Christmas and Hallow- 
e’en and physically they looked after the children’s needs with 
health supplies. 

The organization has never been a large one—its present 
membership is only thirty-seven, but it is a real Parent- 
Teacher Association and has proved itself to be a powerful and 
valuable aid in the betterment of the pupils. |The co-operation 
of teachers and parents has been most noteworthy, the former 
ever ready to give their time and to devote unflagging energy 
to the worthy causes and successful results of the latter. 
Those of us who have received here the rudiments of our educa- 
tion look upon these achievements with grateful pride and feel 
that our town should be congratulated in having such superior 
teachers and interested parents working together so zealously 
to promote the welfare of the children mentally, physically, 


and socially.

The annual meeting of the school district was held at the 
Town Hall, March 9, 1937, at 7:30 in the evening. The follow- 
ing officers were elected: Perley R. Bean, moderator; Robert 
K. Nixon, clerk; Francis N. Gray, treasurer; Christopher A. 
Pollard, member of school board for three years. 

The school board met and organized. Gladys M. Smith, 
was elected chairman, and Eugene C. Patridge was appointed 
auditor. 

The school board desires to express its appreciation of the 
efforts of interested citizens in assisting the pupils, having 
difficulties with their studies. 

We also desire to emphazise Mr. Towle’s expression of 
appreciation of the unabated interest and co-operation of the 
Parent-Teacher Association. 


REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board of Newfields, New Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools, the nineteenth in the series. 

The use of statistical tables in reporting on the condition of 
the schools and their accomplishments has, in past years, been 
a customary way of conveying accurate information. Follow- 
ing the custom of past years I therefore include such material 
with this report. These tables are valuable because they tell of 
the numbers and distribution of the pupils, and the school cost 
which Newfields must bear. Material by which Newfields 
citizens may compare their schools with the other districts with 
which she is associated and with those throughout the state is 
also included. Table II summarizes the statistics required to 
be kept in the local schools’ daily registers. Table III shows 
the same data in a ten year period. Comparative figures con- 
cerning the elementary schools in Union No. 16 are contained 
in Table 1V. New Hampshire contains two hundred forty-one 
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school districts of all sizes, characterized by many varieties of 
economic conditions. I have put into Table VI the figures 
showing the cost of education in Monroe where it is lowest and 
Alstead where it is highest and have inserted between those 
limits the districts of Union No. 16, with the appropriate serial 
numbers of each district. There are one hundred fifty districts 
in New Hampshire where schools cost less than in Newfields 
and ninety where they cost more. The range of these costs in 
Newfields for the past ten years is shown in Table V. 

I am glad, again, to commend the work of our teachers. By 
various supervisory checks in the form of tests, by personal 
consultation and by the accomplishments of pupils who go 
into higher grades it is possible to have evidence sufficiently 
objective and unbiased. This evidence is that good training, 
maturity and other qualifications produced by experience, are 
happily combined in our teaching force. It has been possible 
to arrange a course of extension lectures for teachers to be held 
in Exeter this winter, carrying post graduate credit and intend- 
ed for professional advancement. Both of our regular teachers 
are taking this course. The teachers are to be commended for 
giving so much attention to the varying needs of individual 
pupils, a cardinal principle of good teaching. 

Much help was given late last winter by a group of citizens 
to several pupils in high school and junior high school grades 
who, for various reasons, were finding unusual difficulty in 
their work. This help was at no cost whatever and was of 
great worth to the pupils. When such a group of citizens will 
combine in sacrifice of leisure and personal plans to help those 
who need it we have reason to believe that good citizenship will 
be promoted. Certainly al] of us connected with the school 
have great reason for hearty thanks for this help. These citi- 
zens have not been called on this year because the little help 
needed by high school pupils could be provided in other ways. 
All those who entered the higher schools last September are 
doing good work. 

Both schools continue to justify the district’s extra expense 
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for instruction in music, and Mr. Wilson as Supervisor is en- 
thusiastically at work, constantly pointing the way to better 
results. Thanks to the generosity of the Parent-Teacher 
Association, the Primary Schoo! is equipped with rhythm band 
instruments of which they are very proud and with which they 
do interesting and beneficia] work. 

The Parent-Teacher Association in Newfields continues to 
be a fine friend to the schools. The list of their accomplish- 
ments for the school is a long one and their interest continues 
unabated. 

The 1eport of the School Nurse whick foliows this is one 
evidence that Mrs. Sbeehy’s work is valuable. We take tke 
matter of ordinary hygiene and of good public sanitatior so 
mucb for granted now-a-days that we are apt to forget that it 
is the constant watchfuJness by those in authority which keeps 
us fiee from devastating epidemics. The public school, as an 
aid in determinirg the status of general public health, is 1m- 
portant, and the responsibility for the proper administiation of 
school health affairs is beavy. Locally it is wel! placed on Mrs. 
Sheeht’s shoulders. 

The physical plant is in good repair and is a pleasant place in 
which to work. In the enjoyment of such a fine water supply as 
was provided several yeais ago it is to be hoped that the im- 
portant possibility of the extension of its use to flush toilets 
will not be forgotten. In connection with this matter one im- 
provement which need not cost much is recommended— a 
mixer to ergulate the temperature of the bot water supp'y to 
the band bowls to make the supply more usable and safe. A 
small stove placed in the basement to serve as an incinerator 
for waste paper wou!d add greatly to the general safety of the 
building. 

Maintenance of a public schoo] system on a satisfactory basis 
is at its best when there is wise co-operation on the part of al] 
those interested,—teachers, parents, tax payers and school 
officials. Such co-operation not only tends to reveal weak spots, 
to do away with unjust treatment, or to discard outworn 
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methods, but it takes regular account of stock, plants the seeds 
of confidence, and offers inspiration for positive steps in the 
right direction. 

I am sure that I speak for the teachers as well as myself 
when I say that ag schoo] officials we appreciate the general 
interest and co-operation in school matters so evident in New- 
fields, and in return we pledge our best efforts.

AUDITOR’S REPORT
